The terms of the note replying to 
the best communication of the Ger- 
man representktives were considered 
by the council this morning.

Few details now remain to be dis- 
posed of by the council to clean up 
the work*’of the peace conference, 
with the exception of the Hungarian 
and Turkish treaties and the Russian 
situation. It was thought today that 
all else might be disposed of in time 
to permit the celebration of Christ- 
mas ina state of effective peace with 
Germany, unless that nation main- 
tained certain of her objections to the 
final terms, after receiving the coun- | 
cil’s note, 

Serbia's Demand Discussed. 

Serbia's demand for priority to the 
amount of 2,500,000,000 francs in 
reparations, on the same footing as 
that accorded Belgium, was discussed 
hy the Supreme Council today, but no 
fiecision was reached. It appeared to 
be the feeling that this was a ques- 
tion for the Reparations Commission 
to dispose of after the treaties of 
Versailles and St. Germain had been | 
put into effect. All the Powers inter- 
ested except Rumania having con- 
eurred in the allotment for distribu- 
tion of the rolling stock of the rail- 
ways of the old Austro-Hungarian 
empire, the council decided to send 
a note to Rumania asking her to sig- 
nify her acceptance.

‘Ireland was never prosperous 
today, the fact remained, he 
clared, that Ireland was never 
alienated from British rule as she 
today. 

Any attempt at secession, 
Premier announced, would be 
with the same determination, 
and resolution as had been shown by 
the Northern states in America. 

Powers of Legislature. 

The two Legislatures to be created 
in Ireland, the Premier said, would 
be clothed with full constituent 
powers to create a single Irish Leg- 
islature to discharge all 
specifically reserved to the Imperial 
Parliament. 

The Premier said that the Trish 
contribution to the Imperial services 
was estimated at £18,000,000 an- 
nually. A Joint Exchequer Board 
would settle the rate of contribution 
for the future, and the question of 
taxable capacity. It was proposed 
to place £1,000,000 ($5,000,000) at 
the disposal of each of the two Par- 
liaments to cover the initial ex- 
penditure. 

The representation 
Westminster, Lloyd 
nounced, would be reduced under 
the proposed measure to 40 mem- 
bers, as in the act of 1914.

The SERVICE of the wholesale grocer has never 
been better exemplified than in the distribution of 
food to the best advantage. In the face of short- 


ages, strikes 'and high prices, he has operated eff-- 


ciently, has enjoyed only normal profits and-in our

been able to keep the retail grocers fairly well sup- 
plied. In other ways we have rend@ged such service 
to the retailers'and public as’‘to causemany to write 
letters of thanks and congratulation for the genuine 
assistance given them during the trying times. 


The retail grocers have good cause to feel elated 
over the future prospects.. While, as a rule, they 
are freely condemned as profiteers, such charges are 
invariably made by people who are lacking in 
knowledge of the facts.

hours and receive as little pay and gratitude for the 
servicé which they render mankind. Every thor- 
ough investigation that has been made has exoner- 
ated them from the charge of making an unreason- 
able profit.

helped tide the miners and their families over the 
period when they had no income. Through all other 
strikes and misfortunes it is the individual retail 
grocer and general merchant: who carries the bur- 
dens and extends credit so that their families will 
have something to eat. How much merchandise do 
you think that the pay-as-you-enter chain store sys- 
tems would supply the people in an emergency? 
Whenever there is a family in distress it is invaria- 
bly the independent retail grocer who comes to the 
rescue. The machine store systems, which sell for 
cash only, never render the service to humanity that 


the independent retail grocer does. The independ- | 


ent merchant is in fact a benefactor in many ways, 
though unjustly made the scapezoat for hizh prices, 
without reason or warrant. 


The best illustration that they do not make the 
profits which the public is led to believe is theirs 


through misguided statements is the report of the 


Bureau of Research of Harvard University. Accord- 
ing to its investigation the average NET PROFIT 
of the retail grocer is 2.3 per cent, which means 
that on every $1000 in sales they have $23.00 profit. 
On an average business of $30,000 a year their total 
net profit, therefore, is only $690, after a whole 
year’s work. Certainly, no one will say that 1s un- 
fair for twelve to fourteen hours a day and for 312 
days a year. 

The profits of the wholesale grocer average from 
114, to 2 per cent on sales, yet he scours the country 
and oftentimes many parts of the world to satisfy 
the varied tastes of the American people. With ap- 
proximately 4000.jobbers throughout the country 
there is the keenest competition, while if the “Big 
Five” meat packers had not been controlled by the 
government’ it would only have been a question of 
time until monopolies of this kind would have domi- 
nated the wholesale as well as the retail distribution 
of food supplies of the country. 


The independent retail grocer has every reason to feel 
elated over his prospects. His vindication and justifica- 
tion will be complete, when the interests which are now 
trying to deprive him of his livelihood will meet with the 
same fate that has befallen the meat packers.
